One can hardly imagine a per- 
son with short, stubby fingor nails, which 
are covered with skis, writing tho long, 
graceful English hand, -which so delifihts 
the recipient ot a note from a yrnnde 
ilumii. It ia said that poets and people 
with imagination, are apt to have long. 
taper fingers, and beautiful finger iimls, 
They have a handwriting in which tUe 
long [up-strokes and down-strokes cut 
into tlio lines above and beneath them. 
Tho headB of their capital letters aro 
large. 
This handwriting shows ardor 


and impulse. When it has n markedly 
downward movement, this handwriting 
shows a tendency to melancholy.

aptitude for criticism is shown among 
people who b'te their nails.
